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JOSEPH SPENCER CHAPEL COURT & COUNTRYSIDE 

To devoted fans of early music, Joseph Spencer is a familiar 
name and voice in the Southern California comm'jnity for 
his KPFK series Chapel Court and Countryside and for his 
activities as a concert producer and President of the Southern 
California Early Music Society. 

Joseph is a long-time devotee of early music. He was educa- 
ted at Cleveland Institute of Art, and UCLA, where he 
received his BA and did graduate work in Historical Musico- 
logy and Organology (the study of musical instruments). 
He has been involved in radio programming on early music 
since 1969. For the last five years he has written, produced 
and narrated the highly acclaimed Chapel Court & Country- 
side, a program about early music and its historical settings. 
Many of these programs are live concert broadcasts. In 1978 
he joined the Los Angeles Harpsichord Society, and in 1980 
spearheaded a move to convert that organization to the 
Southern California Early Music Society. In addition to 
serving as its founding president, he has been active on the 
Society's Concert Committee, which has had considerable 
success in improving the quality and attendance of the 
Society's public events. 

Professionally, Joseph is a well-known keyboard instrument 
technician, providing service to pianists and harpsichordists 
in the television and recording industries for more than seven- 
teen years. He is the founder and director of Wildboar Music, 
a management and production firm devoted to early music, 
whic is currently producing a series of harpsichord recordings 
with Edward Parmentier. 

Joseph Spencer's big project for the next year is the Southern 
California Early Music Festival which is planned for February 
4-7, 1982, to take place at Mt. St. Mary's College campus 
in Brentwood. The festival will inckiHe concerts, workshops, 
lecture-demonstrations. Baroque and Renaissance dancing plus 
exhibitions of instrument makers and the fruits of their craft. 
Participants will be coming from al' over the world to join 
the festivities. We are hoping that Joseph will host a live 
edition of Chapel Court and Countryside from the Festival, 
and that tapes of these special concerts may be brought to 
the KPFK listening audience. 
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Hanns Eisler— 
A Rebel in Music 



One of the most remarkable 
composers of the twentieth cent- 
ury is practically unknown jn 
this country. 

Hanns Eisler (1898-1962) began 
a traditional music career with 
four years of study under Arnold 
Schoenberg, who considered him 
one of his three finest students 
(along with Alban Berg and Anton 
Webern). Eisler, however, was an 
Marxist and he rejected the ivory 
tower existence of most composers 
in favor of a life devoted to com- 
posing for a mass audience. Much 
of his music was composed for 
texts that support Marxist and 
Communist ideals, yet he always 
remained faithful to the musical 
traditions embodied by Bach, Mozart 
and Beethoven. 

Eisler was close friends for over 25 
years with Bertolt Brecht, another 
Marxist. Together, they created 
works for stage, film, workers' 
choruses, and political groups. 

Eisler lived in the United States 
from 1938-1948. During six years 

in Hollywood, he composed music 
to eight films, one of which won him 
an Oscar. 



In 1947 he was summoned to 
testify before the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activi- 
ties. The following year he was 
deported, accused of be'ingthe 
Carl Marx of Communism in the 
musical field. 

Eisler spent most of his last years in 
East Germany as one of that country's 
most honored citizens. (He wrote the 
East German national anthem. ) The 
man who studied under Schoenberg 
and who wrote music for the Holly- 
wood film industry, ended his days 
composing for the state. 

Join us on Tuesday evenings , 
November 10 and 17 to hear 
these usually unavilable recor- 
dings of Eisler's music and rare 
reminescences rom Mordecai 
Bauman , who knew and work- 
ed with him. The two programs 
are produced by Ted Cohen 
and Mordecai Bauman. 
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Thanksgiving Day 
at KPFK 
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All American Music All Day 
is planned for Thanksgiving at 
KPFK, beginning with the 6 am 
Sunrise Concert featuring Early 
American music and ending 
with Ornette Coleman's The 
Skies of America.

FILM CLUB MEMBERS 

Not long ago we dropped the "of 
the month" from our name in order 
to adapt to the realities of film avail- 
ability: films, particularly those from 
the major distributors, tend to be 
released according to mass audience 
attendance patterns, which cluster 
around vacations and holidays. 

So now, we schedule a film whenever 
we can obtain an appropriate one, rather 
than sticking to the calendar. 

But you may have noticed another 
change: lately we've had an unusually 
high proportion of single screenings. 
The reason has been pretty simple. 
Although Hollywood now has quite a 
string of "quality" films coming up, 
this follows a protracted period in 
which they were rare, and hard to get. 
That vve have nonetheless had an un- 
usually fine group of films in the past 
year can be attributed to the wonderful 
support and cooperation of Laemmie 
Theatres, who have intervened on our 
behalf with the far-flung distributors of 
their "art" films, to permit us to show 
many of their best offerings. 

However, compared to Arthur, a film 
like Bye, Bye Brazil has a tiny potential 
audience. They just can't give away 
1480 seats, our usual capacity. So they 
limit us to one screening. Sometimes, ' 



Inevitably, not all interested members 
will be able to attend. Should we 
therefore eliminate the opportunity 
for everyone? That doesn't make 
sense, particularly when we don'l know 
when the regular flow of double screen- 
ings will recommence. But we certainly 
must see to it that the opportunity to 
attend single shows is most equitably 
distributed. 
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Therefore, we are returning to the 
alphabetical rotation system of res- 
ervations for single screenings (we 
dropped it when, for a while, shows 
weren't filling up. 



Here's how it will work: the first time 
priority will go to members whose 
family name is between A-M. For the 
first 90 minutes (from 6— 7:30pm), 
only they may make reservations. 
Then, should any seats remain un- 
claimed, the phones will be open to 
all. The next time there is a "single" 
the order will be reversed, priority 
going to N— Z. With experience, we 
may divide the alphabet slightly dif- 
ferently? we'll so advise you on our 
reservations announcements. 

If we continue to get single screenings, 
we'll try to have more of them, so that 
some members may actually find that 
they're attending more often than 
before! Preliminary discussions about 
a number of particularly fine upcoming 
films indicate that the prospects for 
the next few months are exciting indeed 



Meanwhile, whether we have one 
screening , or two, there remains 
the question of members not 
using their reservations, something 
which we have attempted to min- 
imize by taking reservations at 
the last possible convenient time. 
We're sure you agree with us that 
(A) we need to guarantee reser- 
vations, and, simultaneously (B) 
it's not fair to have lots of empty 
seats when interested members 
have been told, "sorry, it's a full 
house" 

Again , we are returning to a 
to a viable past practice: Your Place 
is "Reserved only until the announ- 
ced starting time of the film. After 
that any "waiting list members will 
be admitted. 



We think that these are very 
equitable methods of dealing with 
the administrative complexities 
of our Film Club, which must 
be ever responsive to the changing 
needs of our membership, at the 
same time that it is somewhat at 
the mercy of suppliers with needs 
and priorities very much their own. 

The future is exceptionally 
promising: we've been in preli- 
minary discussions about a num- 
ber of fine movies; the months 
to come promise to provide 
film fare which will be both pro- 
vocative and entertaining

Jacki Apple is an artist who has been 
doing installation, photo-text works, 
performance, film and audio works 
since 1971.

Free Fire Zone is about dislocation, 
transience, and loss, about distance,

in a culture whose myths and values 
have become "inoperative". It is 
about the stories that make up our 
lives. Stories about living and dying 
in America in the last half of the 20th 
Century. The structural approach to 
both text and images (which work In 
counterpointal juxtaposition) is topo- 
graphical. 

The music, consists of variations on a 
recurring melodic theme, individual 
songs, and ambient sound (rocket 
blast-offs, jets, trains, highway Doppe- 
ler effects, gunshots, etc.). It is primar 
ily of a rock genre with additional 
classical influences, and uses guitars, 
synthesizer, keyboard, percussion 
loops, harmonizer and electronic re- 
cording techniques. The vocal narra- 
tion uses categories of terminology,

accents and jargon, including NASA 
tapes of Skylab astronauts and 
Houston Mission Control, airline 
pilots and stewardesses and newscast- 
ers. The title Free Fire Zone which 
specifically refers to the U.S. military 
term used during the Vietnam War 
meaning legal permission to "shoot to 
kill anything that moves" within a 
given territory, is used here in its 
broad metaphoric sense. Its usage 
is also about the total neutralization 
and assimilation of the phrase (lan- 
guage 'debriefed' and separated from 
context) and the generational 
amnesia which presently surrounds 
it — a cultural breakdown in the 
sense of historical continuity.

Report 

to the 
Listener

If you are a new subscriber wel- 
come, and I hope this report will 
help you understand how urgent- 
ly your money is needed for KPFK's 
future. 

Last month's report indicated 
that we would be bringing you the 
budget of the future in this space, 
this month. Because the develop- 
ment of that budget is a complex 
process of balancing the tremend- 
ous needs in each of three major 
areas: Programming, equipment 
and promotion, we present here, 
not a finished product, but some 
of the work in progress, and invite 
your remarks. 

EQUIPMENT: 

KPFK has not made a 
major purchase of produc- 
tion equipment in 10 years. 
We should be replacing it, and 
this Involves about $40,000. 
New equipment which has been 
rated as a priority: 

1 ) An upgrading of our 
control room mixing board, ab- 
out $16,000, plus other im- 
provements to the control ro- 
om of about $5,000. 

2) The purchase of a re- 
mote microwave transmitter 
for about $15,000. This wou- 
ld allow for live transmission 
of " on location" news and 
P. A. program material, as well 
as the remote transmission of 
most music and cultural pro- 
gramming 

3) The addition of micro- 
phones and portable equip- 
ment, about $20,000. 

4) The addition of testing 
equipment, about $10,000. 

All of the above are needed to 
keep the station equipped to do the 
best job. Realistically we will conti - 
nue to make do with less. The above 
is indicative of some of the needs, 
our technical and programming are 
busy assessing the priorities and de- 
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One exciting element of 
the new tax law is that it 
is poBsiUe for donois to 
purchase equipment, and 
lease it to us. They can 
benefit from the 
investment tax credit and, 
perhaps, pass some of that 
benefit along to KPFK 

If you are interested 
in participating in such 
a plan, please contact me. 




terming the most efficient way of 
improving our production capaci- 
ty. 

PROGRAMMING: Severe limi- 
tations on KPFK' s growth is 
shortage of space for the use of 
volunteers and staff necessary to 
organize special programming. 
There is also no fund available 
for unpredictable programming 
costs, or for paying for special 
coverage. These additions would 
allow the departments to take ad- 
vantage of program possibilities 
when they occur. The addition of 
some clerical support would make 
all of the programming staff more 
efficient and able to work better 
with programming volunteers. 
They could be more involved in 
recruitment and training and thus 
strengthen the stations volunteer 
base. 

PROMOTION: In many ways 
this most ignored area of budget 
has the greatest potential for gro- 
wth. If possible, we would orga- 
nize a systematic outreach campa- 
ign, which would combine paid 
advertising, and public service spots, 
with a closer working relationship 
with community groups. This wou- 
ld assure the continued growth of 
the Friends Organization, and aid 
the development of a greater awa- 
reness of KPFK. 

The above indicates the need- 
ed areas of growth for the station. 
Of course all of this Is ultimately 
to be reflected In programming. 
It should result in: more compre- 
hensive coverage of state and loc- 
al Issues, as well as the continued 
development of international and 
national coverage, the increase in 
live music and cultural performan- 
ce programs, the rebirth of doc- 
umentary production in all fields, 
arxJ the improvement in produc- 
tion values.. The ability for the 
atation to do more for Its listen- 
ers, in the same 24 hours, would 
soar. 

Southern California has resour- 
ces from all communities in every 



area of our programming, the role 
of our staff is to collect and sup- 
port those people and organizations 
which can bring to our air the fin- 
est representation of alternative, 
listener-sponsored radio. 

The Folio snd the air have been 
full of discussion and concern ab- 
out KPFK's programming and dir- 
ection. This has been a valuable 
process for the staff and volunte- 
ers of KPFK. We hope that it will 
continue, and that our program- 
ming will relfect the evolution of 
our understanding of how , most 
effectively , respond to a chang- 
ing world. 

PROGRAMMING DISCUSSION: 

Some listeners have assumed 
that our review of programming 
based upon the Pacifica National 
Boards, concern with "race, class, 
and gender", would require each 
program to conform to some par- 
ticular interpretation of such con- 
cerns. Not only is this nof our in- 
tention, but it is further clear to 
us that these concerns are only 
appropriate if they are expressed 
in an evaluation of our program 
offering taken as a whole. No 
single program will be judged by 
its ability to deal with all concerns. 

Our hope is that by consider- 
ed evaluation and affirmative ac- 
tion, we can combat the descrim- 
ination against minorities, women, 
poor and working people. This 
will reflect the legitimate place of 
all people in our programming. 
This is not a political litmus test, 
this is a test of our will to bring 
to the air the unheard creative 
voices of our time, without re- 
gard to the bias they are subjected 
to in the society at large. It clear- 
ly demonstrates a different way of 
expressing our historic committ- 
ment to a diverse multi-cultural, 
international, free speech forum 
for points of view and craative wo- 
rks not normally heard on com- 
mercial media. Further, it seems 



that the mere discussion of how 
programming decisions are made, 
and the exposing of some of the 
debate underlying those decisions, 
has created the illusion that this is 
a new debate. I n fact, we have 
always been confronted witti the 
responsibility of making choices 
about what programming will go 
on the air and that which will not. 
Our attempt to open up the process, 
clumsy at times, is to encourage 
your advice on these crucial choi- 
ces. The Staff of KPFK, and ulti- 
mately the general manager has 
the legal and organizational res- 
ponsibility for all of those choices, 
but as I have learned in every mo- 
ment of my work here, we cannot 
proceed without you 

Your response to the first part 
of the Fall Fund Drive was grati- 
fying, not as overwhelming as last 
Spring, but ahead of last Fall ; 
Spring dri ves hav e trad itio nally 
been larger. We urge you to tell 
your friends about KPFK, dur- 
ing the concluding two weeks of 
the Fall Drive! 

MONEY PROBLEMS: 

1) How did the Little Richard 
concert do? 

Lousy, in spite of wide promo- 
tion. The concert did not draw, 
we did not sell enough tickets and 
lost $2,500.00. An evaluation of 
the experience, is currently on the 
staff agneda, but as you may have 
noticed KPFK will not be having 
our Christmas Fair this year. While 
we will consider events in the fut- 
ure, we have been able to put to- 
gether whis years' budget without 
relying upon them. If we have an- 
other one the proceeds will be de- 
dicated to equipment, or special 
projects, thus, if they do not pan 
out we will not threaten our basic 
operating budget. This is a maj- 



or step forward in being able to 
do certain events without the 
pressure of having to have them 
make a certain amount of money. 



2 ) Why did you have to pay 
the phone company during 
the summer? 

As a result of a policy 
change in the telephone com- 
pany they were not able to allow 
a past due balance to continue 
to exist. This was not expected, 

and thus not budgeted for 

As a result of the high in- 
terest rates, most of KPFK's 
vendors cannot carry any past 
due balances, and this has crea- 
ted even more pressure to com- 
plete our debt retirement. We 
have scheduled $30,000 for this 
year, and more if the income in- 
creases. This amount would re- 
duce our payables to $50,000. 
This is down from $1 50,000 
three years ago. A little less 
would be ideal and we hope 
that can be done this next year. 

Keep watching this space for 
continued development of our 
plans for the future, and keep 
listening and sending money!

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Excerpt from Peter Lyman's 

The Politics of Anger; On 
Silence, Ressentiment, and 
Political Speech. Published 
in Socialist Review, Num- 
ber 57( Vol. 11, No. 3) May- 
June 1981. 



Nietzsche defines anger as the pathos 
of subordination, and argues that rage 
may lead beyond angry speech and 
aggressive action to a self -destructive 
adaptation to subordination through 
the internalization of rage. He calls 

this silent rage "ressentiment", and 
argues that it is the dominant po- 
litical emotion of modernity. 
"Ressentiment" is literally a po- 
litical neurosis; like a neurosis, 
the past becomes a trauma that 
dominates the present and future, 
for every event recapitulates the 
unresolved injury. Speech and 
action to change the future are 
impossible, because memory is 
incomplete for the wounded ego 
that refuses to remember the 
trauma and surrender; thus the 
victim cannot learn from the past, 
only suffer it. "Ressentiment "is 
an unconscious rage which creates a 
dramaturgy of revenge out of the 
everyday world, but this revenge is 
acted out unconsciously as a latent 
motivation hiding beneath seeming- 
ly ordinary speech and action. It is 
a rage that cannot live up to the cour- 
age of its convictions, cannot speak 
its anger in public, but is manifested 
in a free-floating anxiety ready to be 
mobilized around any cause that 
brings injury on its object. The 
world of "ressentiment" is not 
moral, but moralistic, contain- 
ing a quality of latent aggression, 
of inflexible righteousness, a 
need to impose order upon the 
world, and a need to find cathar- 
sis. 



Nietzsche's thought on the 
political power of repressed an- 
ger has important consequences, 
for silence may be as important 
a text of anger as is vehement 
speech. ,^nger may manifest it- 
self indirectly, as a latent motive 
that silently introduces powerful 
and dangerous emotional currents 
into politics. While we learn from 
Freud that political anger may 
have its source in a personal neu- 
rosis, we learn from Nietzsche 
that political anger may mani- 
fest itself silently, indirectly, or 
even in self-destructive psycho- 
logical symptoms. 



Peter Lyman's essay, read on 
the air, has touched me deeply 
and echoes the ideas debated 
here for many years. 

As we continue to ponder the 
question of our continued growth, 
we find it ever more necessary to 
articulate what it is that makes 
us genuinely alternative and respon- 
sive to the subscribers who have 
supported us since 1949. It seems 
to us that what is most novel 
about us is our view of the au- 
dience and its role in creating us 
and the direction of our pro- 
grams. We think about the ac- 
tivity of our Pacifica familyand 
the passivity - perhaps the 
immobility— of those who listen, 
but who do not contribute ei- 
ther money or labor to our on- 
going existence. We wonder why 
people do not avail themselves 
of such political processes as ex- 
ist in our country. One such pro- 
cess is the public debate and cul- 
tural dissemination which is 
Pacifica Radio— an institution 
which has made an enormous if, 
most unacknowledged, contribu- 
tion to the survival of democracy 
in America. 



The rage and impotence de- 
scribed by Peter Lyman need not 
be terminal. People have "spoken 
their anger" here, they have been 
heard, and they have changed in 
that process as they have changed 
the society. 

Several years ago I wrote an 
essay. Masochism Builds Chara- 
cter, which tried to formulate a 
tentative theory of practice for 
alternative media. It looked at 
the ways in which alternative 
media people were trapped in the 
social relations and institutional 
practices of the dominant media. 

Here is the conclusion of 
that essay: 

It is the people who tolerate the 
government, which in turn toler- 
ates opposition within the frame- 
work determined by the consti- 
tuted authorities. 

Herbert Marcuse 

There are styles of discourse: con- 
ventional ways of relating to people, 
subject matter, technology. The 
forms, the amenities, the rules of 
decorum, mask the power relations 
between us as artists and the aud- 
ience. John Simon got a standing 
ovation at The Aspen Design Con- 
ference in 1973, after a speech en- 
titled The Death of the Audience. 
Warning against the fatal extremes 
of apathy vs participation mania, 
Simon described the properties of 
art-communication, something 
analogous to the sexual act in which 
the audience, a female figure, must 
have a certain attitude, without 
which there can be no erection, no 
insemination, and no conception. 
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The Artist,he said, is a male-figure 
which impregnates the audience with 
his vision. The recommended demea- 
nour for the audience— this cautious 
Muse— is passive, receptive, attenti- 
veness. She must neither lie there 
//Are a piece of wood nor behave like 
a mad nymphomaniac... jumping up 
and down lil<e a whirling dervish, lest 
the artist be unable to stick it into her. 
He also thanked God and Women's Li- 
beration that no one will now be insult- 
ed to be compared to a female-figure, 
and I'm sure none or us will misinter- 
pret his colorfil use of metaphor. I'll 
never forget the end of his speech, his 
eyes shut as he blissfully recited from 
Rilke, in German. He didn't 
notice that the sound system had 
gone awry. His lips just kept on 
moving. 

I have been describing some 
of the obstacles to communication 
that impede the development of a 
praxis for alternative media. They 
derive from a history most of us 
share: authoritarian child-rearing. 
Beneath the Ubermensch Simons' 
sexist imagery lurk the rigidity 
and insensibility of authoritarian 
character structure. Simon can't 
"perform" unless the audience 
agrees not to talk back. Authori- 
tarians are terrified of dissent be- 
cause they have been punished for 
childhood strivings for independ- 
ence, for their biological drives, so 
they tune out by selective listen- 
ing; selectively feeling the impact 
of only those ideas and emotions 
which won't offend the man with 
the whip: the angry god, the boss, 
the state— stand-ins for the intro- 
jected punitive father. They be- 
come the angry god— to propitiate 
the insatiable tyrant by reprodu- 
cing themselves in his image. 

Legitimate authority derives 
from Ihe conscious consent of the 
governed, and needs no sticks or 
whips to enforce cooperation. 
Developing open and reciprocal 
relations with our audience is 
part of a growth process wherein 
we uproot, expose, and eventually 
destroy the illegitimate control 
which permeates everyday life. 



Authoritarians, with their pro- 
tective armor, cannot be active 
listeners. Active listening re- 
quires openess to new or unset- 
tling ideas, with the training and 
opportunity to evaluate them, then 
to feed back that evaluation (which 
may take the form of "art") to the 
teacher who , in turn, is open to 
modifying her / his thought and be- 
havior, to growth, to becoming 
more conscious. How else can we 
build a creative community? How 
else can we invent a flexible new 
politics? 

Understanding and applying the 
principle of community feedback st- 
rikes at elitism, the bulwark of 
any society which confuses lea- 
dership with rule by force. The 
star-system undermines reciprocity 
and suberverts the collective pro- 
cesses that spur invention and ex- 
cellence. Stars are to be eternally, 
uncritically admired, from a great 
distance. Star-gazing distracts us 
from this world and blurs its con- 
tradictions; anaesthetizes us to 
our own pain and the hurts we in- 
flict on others. 

By creating fixed stars and 
phony reconciliations, the mon- 
opolists try to block participa- 
tory democracy; formulate the 
perfect denouement; a curtsy of 
aggression turned against the self. 

Open communication thrusts 
the creative imagination into poli- 
tics, potentiates community, brings 
history back to life, annihilates 
the ending.

When the composer and 
saxophonist Ornette Coleman 
lived in Los Angeles, where he 
spent most of the 1950's, frus- 
tration was the keynote of his 
life. Rejected by his peers, who 
disparaged his radical musical 
concepts, he worked as an ele- 
vator operator, scuffled in day 
jobs, and finally took off for 
New York, where in short 
order he was hailed as the most 
important innovator since 
Charlie Parker.

And have consid- 
ered nothing! 

The Council of Churches publication 
"dovetail" says: "KPFK Gets Reli- 
gion". How about it getting some 
systematic Anti-Religion.

Our computer is located in Santa Bar- 
bara. Your payment may not go into 
the computer as quickly as you might 
think because payments go to our 
lockbox and through the bank before 
they are fed into the computer. This 
process often takes more than a week 
from the time you send your payment.
